Tetanus Is 
Common in 
Summer 


Tetanus or lockjaw is most com- 


mon in the summer when people 
slay out of doors, state Lorraine 
Blackwood and Oliver 
Adams, 


County Extension Agents. 


Tetanus is a hazard not only 


to children who go barefoot and 
arc active, but to 
farmers 
or 


industrial workers. It is caused 
by a bacillus found in 
manure 


and abundant in rich soil. Teta- 
nus may follow any wound, 
but 


particularly those that are deep, 
lacerated and contaminated 
with 


dirt. Punctured wounds made by 
nails or the tines of a pitchfork 
are likely to cause tetanus.
